TWO men have been jailed for life 
after murdering a father of two from 
Dagenham, whose dismembered 
body was discovered in a lake. 

Neill Buchel, 39, was killed in a 
brutal attack on the night of 
Thursday, March 13 last year before 
his body was cut up into several 
parts and dumped into White Hart 
Lakes at Eastbrookend Country Park 
in Dagenham. 

Chas Quye, 36, of Stansgate 
Road, Dagenham and Elvis 
Kwiatkowski, 36, of Clopton 
Close, Royston, were given life 
sentences at the Old Bailey on 
April 15 2015, with both recom¬ 
mended to serve a minimum of 21 
years in prison for murder and con¬ 
spiracy to pervert the course of jus¬ 
tice. 

At the same court, three other men 
were also handed jail terms for plot¬ 
ting to cover up the crime. Scott 
Hunt, 42, of Braintree Road, 
Dagenham, was jailed for five years 
for conspiracy to pervert the course 
of justice and Alan Quinn, 28, of 
Lynette Road, Dagenham, was 
given three years imprisonment for 
the same charge. Bradley Andison, 
47, of Villa Road, Rochester, was 
also sentenced to four years impris¬ 
onment for perverting the course of 
justice, having pleaded guilty on 
December 2, 2014. 

Quye, Kwiatkowski, Hunt and 
Quinn were all convicted at 
Blackfriars Crown Court on March 
27. Hunt was acquitted of murdering 
Buchel, while 61 year-old Colin 
Bushaway, of Gregory Crescent, 
Eltham, was found not guilty of per¬ 
verting the course of justice. 

The shocking discovery of 
Buchel's body parts happened on 
Tuesday April 1 2014 when a fisher¬ 
man was walking around the lakes 


and spotted what he thought was a 
dead fish floating in the water. But it 
was actually a human thigh and he 
alerted the police, who came to the 
scene and searched the lakes over 
the next few days. 

Nine other body parts were found, 
including Buchel's torso which had 
been wrapped in a duvet cover and a 
curtain as well as being weighed 
down with stones. 

The fatal attack on Buchel 
occurred after he had last been seen 
alive with a group including Quye, 
Kwiatkowski and Hunt at Quye's 
flat. While there Buchel was killed 
in a brutal assault, suffering multiple 
injuries including numerous frac¬ 
tured bones, internal bleeding, 
defensive injuries to his hands and 
bruising, which all suggested that he 
had been beaten, kicked and 
stamped upon. 

Quinn was present during the 
attack but did not prevent his friends 


from committing it. He left the flat 
on the following day as if nothing 
had happened. 

The court heard how on March 15 
Bushaway was called to Quye’s flat 
and shown Buchel’s dead body by 
Quye and Kwiatkowski, although he 
did not become involved. He is also 
said to have been told by 
Kwiatkowski that the ‘package’ had 
become smaller, an inference that 
the corpse had been dismembered. 

Andison, who was Quye's half- 
brother, was the one found to have 
moved the body. 

In evidence given to the court, 
Quye described how he had cut up 
the dead body but that it had been 
messier than he had expected and 
that he had contacted Andison to 
help him dispose of the body parts. 


Investigating officer detective 
chief inspector Chris Jones, of the 
Homicide and Major Crime 
Command, said after the sentencing: 
“Neill Buchel was murdered at the 
hands of people he trusted and 
believed were his friends. 

“His death and subsequent treat¬ 
ment of his body have left all who 
knew him completely devastated. 

“I would like to pay tribute to 
Neill's family both in the UK and 
South Africa. 

“Throughout our investigation and 
the trial process they have demon¬ 
strated great dignity, especially dur¬ 
ing the harrowing evidence from 
defendant Quye. 

“I feel today's sentences properly 
reflect the callous and evil crimes 
committed by the guilty parties.”

Hapless Hammers no match for under pressure Pellegrini’s men

WEST Ham United’s wretched 
Barclays Premier League form 
showed little sign of letting up as 
the Hammers crashed meekly to 
Manchester City on Sunday. 

There was a real sense of disen¬ 
chantment around the stadium, 
with neither side in any sort of 
form and both Manuel Pellegrini 
and Sam Allardyce under scrutiny 

City’s title hopes had all but evap¬ 
orated following a painfully heavy 
derby defeat to Manchester United 
at Old Trafford last week, while 
Marko Arnautovic’s stoppage time 
equaliser for Stoke City at Upton 
Park had frustrated the Hammers. 

Both clubs sat in the bottom half 
of the Premier League’s current 
form table, with just three victories 
between them from the last six. 

And the recent tale of woe con¬ 
tinued with City unable to call 
upon the services of Wilfred Bony, 
Gael Clichy, Stevan Jovetic, Vin¬ 
cent Kompany and James Milner, 
while the Hammers had to make do 
without James Tomkins, Andy Car- 
roll and Diafra Sakho. 

With such a wealth of talent still 
at their disposal, it was the home 
side who started the brighter. 

Pablo Zabaleta tested the Ham¬ 
mers’ resolve probing from the 
right flank, while Carlton Cole did 
enough to knock David Silva off 
his stride as City continued to 
search for an early opening. 


City pressed menacingly. Silva 
fired over after Zabaleta had seized 
on some sloppy defending from 
Aaron Creswell, while Sergio 
Aguero tested Hammers goalkeep¬ 
er Adrian with a low drive. 

Aleksandar Kolarov was next to 
try his luck. His dead-ball effort 
flew just past an upright after Win¬ 
ston Reid was clumsy on Frank 
Lampard. 

But in the 17th minute a calamity 
for West Ham as City broke the 
deadlock. Jesus Navas drilled in 
from the right, and the unlucky 
James Collins could only look on 
as his attempted clearance looped 
over Adrian and just over the line 
via the underside of the bar. 

It was almost 30 minutes in before 
the Hammers offered a genuine 
threat. Joe Hart moved quickly to 
block from Cole, after the front man 
had latched onto a rare mistake by 
Zabaleta. Then Cheikhou Kouyate 
drove low into the keeper’s midriff 
from distance as the visitors started 
to find their feet. 

But as the half drew to a close City 
doubled their advantage in style. 

Aguero latched onto Stewart 
Downing’s misplaced pass and ram¬ 
paged from deep before exchanging 
passes with Navas and firing 
crisply under the advancing Adrian. 

And there was no let-up after the 
break as the City onslaught showed 
little sign of subsiding. Carl Jenk- 
inson’s last-ditch tackle denied 
Aguero a second after Yaya Toure 
had found the Argentine with a 
delightful reverse pass, while 
Silva’s snapshot was scrambled 
away by Collins.

Despite the introduction of Kevin 
Nolan and Matt Jarvis, West Ham 
simply couldn’t get going. 

Kouyate was lucky not to add to 
the east Londoners’ frustrations, 
escaping with a yellow card after 
appearing to throw an elbow into 
the face of Silva. The City play- 
maker required lengthy treatment 
and was eventually stretchered 
from the field. 

Once play resumed, Downing’s 
low strike was blocked by Eliaquim 
Mangala as the Hammers looked 
for an unlikely foothold. 

Nolan failed to make contact 
with Enner Valencia’s centre with 
the goal gaping, then Hart produced 
a double save to deny the same 
pair. But in truth the game was now 
little more than a training exercise 
for the outgoing champions. 

Substitute Edin Dzeko passed up 
a glorious chance to add a third late 
on after Toure had played him in. 

But the outcome was never really 
in any doubt. 

Afterwards Allardyce said: “I 
think the disappointing thing first¬ 


ly, is the goals we’ve gifted to Man 
City, and secondly, the amount of 
possession we allowed ourselves to 
lose. 

“The worst thing to do after 
we’ve defended pretty well is make 
individual errors.” 

He continued: “When you create 
two chances as good as Enner 
Valencia’s and Kevin Nolan’s then 
we’ve got to convert them if we are 
to get anything out of this game. 

“We didn’t convert them at that 
late stage and end up losing.” 

On Kouyate’s clash with Silva, 
Allardyce stated: “Accidental. It 
looked pretty innocuous to me. I 
didn’t think it was a foul.” 

City boss Pellegrini said: “It was 
very important to try and be a con¬ 
sistent team. I think today, espe¬ 
cially the first 65 minutes, we 
played a good game.” 

West Ham United are next in Bar¬ 
clays Premier League action on Sat¬ 
urday when they visit a Queen’s Park 
Rangers side desperately trying to 
scramble clear of the drop zone.
